THE CRISIS IN WALL-STREET. 
The New York correspondent of the “Daily 


Telegraph” sends the following excellent 
analysis of the present financial position in 
America, which will be of much interest to 
onr readers :— 

Influential Wall-street interests ask me to 
present, through the melium of “The Daily 
Telegraph,” a temperate, conservative, and 


accurate summary of the existing financial. 


conditions, stripped of the glamour of excite- 
ment, so that London and Europe may ander- 
stand the present situation in the United States 
and the future outlook. 

Although I am cognizant of the plans of the 
leading financiers, and am fully in accord with 
those who have done, and are doing, splendid 
work under the direct personal leadership of 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan to rehabilitate Ameri- 
can finance, I hesitate to cable more than the 
surface facts, because the underlying basis or 
present labours may be somewhat shifted later 
by reason of exigencies arising from daily or 
weekly developments. The following  state- 
ments may be accepted, however, as accurate 
as a reliable authority may make them known. 

The rehabilitation of Wall-street and the 
financial community is the work of mouths, not 
days, and it is only by careful conservation of 
the available reserve elements of strength that 
order may come from the present chaos. This 
may be accepted as a fact, regardless of its 
apparent iuconsistency with established traths 
concerning the known prosperity of the country, 
the large crops waiting for the market, and the 
tremendous reserves, aggregating hundreds of 
millions, held or hoarded by frightened people 
who will continue this plan until confidence is’ 
restored, and stability re-established beyond 
perad venture. 

Aid in restoring normal conditions is coming 
from two main sources, each separate but work- 
ing along correlated lines. One is the reme- 
dies which Wall-street may put into effect 
without Government aid or intervention, and 


the other is Federal legislation to cure cur-. 


rency evils through Congressional enactment. 

Wall-street has five remedies at hand, and 
it should prove reassuring to London to know 
that three of the five, under ‘the direction 
of Mr. Morgan and his associates, are already 
being invoked. These remedies are : 

1. The purifying of the banking and Trust 
company directorates through the enforced 
resignations of undesirable men who have 
slipped into the boards through laxity. or for 
purposes of “high finance” not open to honest 
scrutiny. 

2. Compel all Trast companies to place 
themselves under the Clearing House rules, 
maintain the reserves required by the asso- 
ciation, and be subject to all the scrutiny of 
the Federal Banking inspection.

3. Regulate call money, by taking it from 
the floor of the Stock Exchange and providing 
an adeqnate authority to fix a maximum rate 
for call tunds, either semi-weekly, weekly, or 
fortnightly, thus abolishing the present abuse 
whereby a few powerful banks remorselessly 
squeeze needy borrowers, enriching themselves 
and causing fear and unrest among the brokers 
whose business is carried on wholly on a credit 
basis. 

4. Abate the excessive interest now paid by 
the Trust compayies and banks as inducements 
to secure deposits, causing these ‘institutions 
to take great risks in onlér to keep their funds 
at work. 

Forbid the payment of large interest by 
the New York banks to the interior banks to 
secure deposits of their spare cash in New 
York, which induces every year an andue and 
dangerous concentration of capital here, and 
its sudden withdrawal and consequent finan- 
cial disturbance when the crop-moving tiie 
arrives. 

Government aids to the festoration of normal 
conditions and national sanity, as already 
invoked, have come through the energetic and 
wise efforts of the of the Treasury, 
Mr. Cortelyou, in pitjng the Treasury funds 
in the national depositéri 
belated awakening of i 
the fact that a panic sach as has been shaking 
the United States from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific calls for action instead of words and 
deliberation over how to solve economic 
problems rather than how to kill bears, 

Iam gratified to be able to state that much 
needful aid may be expected from the Presi- 
dent henceforth. Without abandoning any of 
his iterated policies, he will so change his 

Message to Congress that the reforms in the 
currency system needed to aid the rejuvenation 
of United States credit may be placed in front 
of other necessary, but not so pressing, mea- 
sures. The President will temporarily forgo his 
efforts to secure wholesale prosecutions of 
Trust offenders, and will ask the Congress to 
zive financial relief through credit currency 
measures, either allowing the 6,000 and more 
nationa! banks additionally to utilise credits 
issued on conceded sound assets or give relief 
through cashiers’ cheques, Clearing House 
certificates, and due bills of business houses 
and manofactnrers for ninety or 120 days. 

London should bear in mind that every com- 
mercial city in this country is now issuing 
Clearing House certificates, and demanding 
time on savings bank withdrawals. Nearly 
21,500,000,000 funds which should be in active 
circulation are tied up. Business commitments 
of any character are held’ up, and the reduc- 
tions and disarrangements due to such a sud- 
den cessation of cash payments will not be 
overcome under three or four mon 

Another point which Wall-street bankers 
want to present for London’s consideration is 
that gold must continue to come from your side 
until the most pressitfy demands are satisfied, 
and that any artificial barriers erected will be 
offset by currency premiums here. In the 
early autumn London declined to. discount 
heavily American bills, thereby temporarily sav- 
ing to itself from $200,000,000 to 300,000,000 
which should have been placed to New York's 
credit, but with cotton, copper, grain, flour, and 
stock certificates now going from New York to 
London in growing volume pay-day is near. 

Wall-street bankers appreciate that London 
has come to their aid, and I am authorised to 
say that when the turn in the tide is safely 
at hand New York will reciprocate. 

The best teature of to-day’s holiday .is the 
complete cessation of banking and Stock Ex- 
change business, which affords time for the 
crystallisation of rejuvenation mesures. 

London will appreciate how far-reaching are 
Wall-street’s cleaning-up measures when it gets 
the final score on the number of men long pro- 
minent financially and sovially who have been 
or are to be driven from Wall-Street and finan- 
cial circles through their expulsion as directors 
of banks and Trust companies. New develop- 
ments in this matter mean no new trouble ; 
merely the cleansing of old wounitls.

LOTS TURCS. 


Although not an Egyptian concern, one of 
the favourite securities of the small investor 
in Egypt is, along with the Crédit Foncier 
bonds, the Lots Turcs (bonds of the Imperial 
Ottoman Railway), which are largely dealt in. 
The Lots T'ures have been issued at various 
periods as railway bonds at the price of .400f. 
each. Since 1875 they have yielded no interest, 
and must be considered as simply lottery 
bonds. They entitle the holder to participate 
up to the year 1974 in six drawings annually, 
and are redeemable at prices ranging between 
600.000f. and 240f. Until 1910 there will be 
annually three gros lots (or' first prizes) of 
600,000f. and three of 300.0001. After 1910 
the gros lots will be reduced to 400,000f. and 
200.000f. Bonds which are redeemed at par, 
i.e. 400f., only receive 60 per cent. of this 
sum, viz., 240f. The security is guaranteed by 
means of special sources of revenue set aside 
for the purpose and collected by the Ottoman 
Public Debt Commission, a kind of inter- 
national board, the working of which has noth- 
ing in common with Oriental practices. These 
revenues are more than sufficient for their 
purpose, and each year a portion of the surplus 
is even used for supplementary amortisations 
through repurchase. This explains the firm- 
ness and the rise in the price of these bonds. 
Out of a total of 1,980,000 Lots Tures issued, 
363,631 have been amortised, 125,850 by 
means of drawings and 237,781 by repurchase, 
leaving to be amortised 1,616,369 lots. ‘The 
increase of 3 per cent. in the Ottoman Customs 
dues, which recently came into force, will 
bring about an increase in the revenues of 
£T 1,000,000. As the portion set aside for the 
redemption of the bonds is 10, per cent., the 
sum devoted to repurchases might be increas- 
ed by about £1T100,000 annually, which would: 
allow in future of the annual repurchase of 
about 15.000 bonds more. If we add the an- 
nual amortisation of 5,400 bonds, as well as 
the 21,000 redeemed out of the existing sur- 
plus revenues, the number of bonds withdrawn 
from circulation avnually will be about 42,000, 
They are quoted in Egypt at 120t., at Paris 
172f., at Berlin 178f., and at Vienna 1983f.

A correspondent writes from Cairo :— , 

English and Egyptian. shareholders alike 
must be gratified at finding that the 
finanéial crisis has in no wise aff their 

holdings in the above company and few con- 
cerns in Egypt are on a sounder basis, for the 
sites of the various markets throughout the 
country are the property of the company and 
the difference between the purchase price and 
ee present value must be considerable. 

oreover, owing to the strong measures 
ed by the Government, there is little Mohheed 
of the cattle plague reassuming the dimensions 
which at one time seriously hampered the 
company’s operations, 

An agreement has recently been effected 
between the Markets Company on ‘the one 
hand and the Egyptian Salt and Soda Company 
and the Port Said Salt Association Limited on 
the other, by which the Markets Company 
acquires the sole agency for the sale of salt 
throughout Egypt on a commission basis of 1] 
percent. , . 

After a protracted courtship, during which 
they were alternatély coquettish and demure, 
the Egyptian Salt and Soda Company and 
the Port Said Salt Association have come 
together and the offspring of their happy 
union is the United Egyptian Salt Company, 
the Markets Company acting the part of sage- 
femme at the accouchement. The infant is 
but a puling one and, as such, will require 
careful nursing to enable it to successfully 
engage in the battle of life which, in Egypt, is 
an increasingly strenuous one. Some years ago 
one of its parents largely severed the ties 
which bound it to its mother country and 
therefore, in default, the infant must be reared 
by alien hands. The usual diet of an infant 
is milk and'the source of supply is of a suffi- 
cient importance, In England, of late years, 
owing to increased intant mortality there has 
been a considerable agitation in. the press and 
elsewhere for the establishment of Government 
or Municipal milk dep6ts, in order that the 
supply may be of guaranteed strength and 
parity, but nothing, to our knowledge, has 
been settled as yet, nor does it appear likely 
that the Egyptian Government will set the 
example at the instance of this particular 
family. 

I gathered from anarticle on the Egyptian 
Markets Company, which appeared in your 
columns some weeks ago, that the Company 
hopes shortly to have the selling of 120,000 
tons of salt annually. Reckoning the price at 
L.E. 2 per ton, the value of the salt sold in a 
year would be LE. 240,000. The Commission 
accruing to the Markets Company therefrom 
at 11 { would amount to L.E. 26,400,—a very 
considerable sum! Against this amount must 
be reckoned the increased expenditure incurred 
by the Markets Company in taking over the 
leases of the various shounahs all over the 
country (hitherto rented by the Salt and Soda 
Company) as well as the salaries of the pro- 
Vincial staff of that Company. In the course of 
time the Markets will doubtless be able to 
effect considerable economies in both these 
departments which should still leave a large 
margin of profit on the L.E. 26,400, 

How the estimated future sales of galt were 
arrived at is, however, not so clear for, if my 
information is correct, the Salt and Soda 
Company, even when rejoicing in the possession 
of a Salt monopoly protected by a large force 
of Coastguards, never, in its most palmy days, 
succeeded in selling more than some60,000 tons, 
or half the estimate given in yourarticle. To day 
the United Egyptian Salt Company possess no 
such monopoly and the salines, which are to be 
met with throughout the length and breadth of 
Egypt, remain unprotected, and any protection 
the Company may consider necessary in the 
future must be maintained at its own expense. 
There is also the question of the Damietta 
salines of which the natives claim the owner- 
ship. These salines are being very actively ex- 
ploited and are capable of producing annually 
some 25,000 to 30,000 tons of salt which is 
sent up river by boats at a comparatively small 
cost. All attempts to control this output have 
hitherto been unsuccessful as the native pro- 
priétors are increasingly alive to. the value of 
their property. The Bedouins of Upper Egypt 
have also recommenced bringing in rock salt 
from thé hills for which they find a ready 
market, and all these obstacles have to be 
reckoned with. 

The Markets Company has also undertaken. 
the sale of gunpowder, soap, and oil, all articles 
hitherto dealt with through the Distribution 
Depots of the Salt and Soda Company. With 
regard to gunpowder they will enjoy a mono- 
poly ofthe sale of this article subject to the 
regulations of the Ministry ofthe Interior as 
regards storage and transit for which the Salt 
and Soda Company will, presumably, be held 
responsible, As regards soap and oil, if it is the 
intention of the Markets Company to sell these 
articles for cash only, the competition of 
merchants who allow credit will have to be 
faced and I am informed that the commission 
allowed by the Salt and Soda Company to the 
Market Company on such sales is little, it any, 
more than that formerly granted to its own 
native agents in order to encourage increased 
sales. Furthermore the agency granted to the 
Markets for soap and oilis not a sole agency 
as in the case of Salt. 

The Egyptian Markets Company has also 
taken up the sale of Nitrates. With its various 
depts throughout the country the company 
has special facilities for handling this product 
and promptly meeting the demands of cu!- 
tivators. The chief complaint of the cultivators 
who have experimented with this fertiliser 
in the past, has been the delay in delivery and 
this should now be remedied.

DANGERS IN CAIRO. 


P.W.D. SHORTCOMINGS.

What would be the expense of employ- 
ing fnspectors to examine the state of the older 
dwelling houses in Cairo, and is it not necessary 
that such an inspection should be made, no 
matter what the cost! 

We have not had much rain yet, but 
wait, waituntil a heavy fall such as we 
not infrequently get in Cairo shall open up 
the dust filled cracks in the walls and founda- 
tions of these house, wait until they come 
tambling down in round numbers and then 
send inspectors to enquire into the disastrous 
state of affairs, wait until the unfortunate 
inhabitants are caught napping and real damage 
is done, and then open subscriptions for the 
victims of an avoidable disaster. » 

The houses are, forthe most part actually 
unsafe ; we know it, every one knows it, but no 
step is taken to prevent the possible loss of life 
resulting from the entombment of the in- 
habitants of such qnarters. 

And speaking of death traps reminds one of 
the streets and pavements of our capital to-day, 
which are ina more disgraceful state at this 
moment than one can remember for 
which is sayinga good deal. There is no manage- 
ment visible in the ordering of the new build- 
ing operations, stones and sand and filth are 
thrown up onto the pavements regardless of 
the need of pedestrians, excavations are made 
for new houses in the pavements of our principle 
streets and left gaping without a light or bar- 
rier to warn the foot passenger of the danger 
he is running through leaving the muddy street 
below, and this morning in the Sharia Kasr el 
Nil workmen were pitching down bricks and 
stone far into the street from their vantage 
point of a house which is being either demolish- 
ed or repaired. The pavement was for a wonder 
protected with a barrier, but it was absolutely 


arhsafe to walk on that side of the street near 


to the house at all. 

Loose stones and boulders which have been 
left on the pavements opposite recent buildings 
after the workmen have departed from the 
scene lie for weeks obstructing the footway. In 
fact the affairs are managed, if one can call it 
management at all, in such a manner as to 
leave no room for doubt that it isin the hands 
of thoroughly incompetent men, and the 
sooner they leave their posts, and are replaced 
by men who know their business, the better 
will every one be pleased. 

There is one spot though where ample warn- 
ing is given to the publie that danger exista, 
we will be just at all costs, and that is at the 
Boulac corner of the Sharia Madebegh, where 
there is an orderly stack of ballast some feet 
long, opposite a lamp post, and at each end of 
this stack are placed red lamps warning the 
stranger that the pavement is not clear We 
imagine too that there is a watchman in 
charge to see that no one comes to grief (or 
steals the ballast). 

Gaping excavations in the middle of the 
pavement are evidently beneath the notice of 
the brilliant minds of those whose business it 
is to see to these matters, bat a stack of stone 
in an unfrequented stregt necessitates two 
danger signals. 

For gross carelessness, or incompetence, call 
it what you will, the department which is sup- 
posed to look after our public streets is not to 
be beaten, there is no system save that of con- 
fusion and danger and apparently no desire to 
enforce better regulations 

For the benefit of your readers I will short- 
ly send you: a list of the principle places in 
central Cairo where it is unsafe to walk on the 
pavements.

The same element 
which underlies the agitation in Bengal is 
apparent in that of Alexandria, namely, the 
belief that British toleration the 
consciousness of weakness. Until the British 
Government recognises this fact, and acts 
accordingly, we may expect that agitation will 
daily become more daring, until the Govern- 
ment is ultimately forced to adopt drastic 
measures where milder ones would have at first 
sufficed. 

There is no more signal instance of national 
ingratitude than that afforded by the agitation 
now being conducted under British protection 
in Cairo and Alexandria. There has not been, 
either in ancient or modern times, a more 
striking somes 8 of the rapid advance of any 
country in material comforts, as well as in all 
those benefits which are the accompaniments 
of civilisation”than that of Egypt since the 
British occupation in 1882. With brief intervals 
the Egyptian population had been subjected 
for centuries to the most cruel tyranny by 
their Turkish conquerors. The boundless na- 
tural resources of the country were insufficient 
to satisfy the grasping avarice of her Turkish 
oppressors, and multitudes periodically perish- 
ed by famine and pestilence. The Egyptian | » 
people, or the various races and religions who 
inhabited the Nile Valley, were, perhaps, more 
lacking in all the elements which constitute 
material comfort than any other p on 
earth. We know how all this has been changed 
by the British ocoupation. Not only law, order, 
and liberty, but agricultural, i 
and industrial prosperity, have advanced by 
leaps and bounds. Tens of thoosands of 
acres hitherto useless have been rendered 
tertile by irrigation; and by a series ofl ae 
colossal engineering. triumphs the Nile itself 
has been regulated as to its annual overflows, 
reducing to vanishing point the recurring 
danger of famine which haunted old Egypt. 
The population has rapidly increased, and the 
unemployed have almost disappeared, both in 
the two great cities and throughout the 
country. Finally, the Turk bas had his claws 
pared, and his oppressive rule reduced to a 
nominal suzerainty, and, better than all these, 
the periodical ineufsions of the wild Arabs of 
the desert are now a thing of the past. Had 
the British never occupied the country it is 
as certain as anything can well be that the 
Mahdi, or some Mahdi, would now be lording 
it in Cairo, and that the experience which the 
wretched people of Khartoum had of bis 
hamane and beneficent rule would be that of 
Moustafa Kamel Pasha and his friends to-day | rates, 
if they would have been alive at all. 

Such men as Moustapha Pasha are, or ought 
to be, clever enough to realise that the exigen- 
cies of international politics and our own na 
tional necessities, as well as the real welfare of 
the Egyptian people, demand that we should 
retain our hold of that country.
